works of Hia hand. 

Tbe alternation of night and day 
and the cbaogea of tbe seatont must 
ne t -sarily have profoundly impress- 
ed the imapinations of uutatiphl races 
of nun. I he deliverance nf nstnrc 
fioni the ie\ fellers ol winter was not 
merely an iiiipressivc ui'ieci Ic-son, 
but r was also a season for pnat 1 >y 
for pi I'ple badly housed.

Id tbe Jawitb Paaaover wa advance 
a step farther. Thia teaat dM not 
have its origin in nature -wonbi p. 
but in the dealingt of Jehovah with 
His chosen people. It comniemo- 
rales llrsl the passing over of the 
h ill 'ali'iiis of the Jews when the An- 
t!i'l i f Death smole ti e tirsl-liorn of 
tin' l-.'j> pliaiis. ll also celebrates 
iiiK ilici event, clo.iely associated with 
the !)isl —that is. the deliverance of 
the Jewish nation from Egyptian 
hunda^c. It is easy lo Ijelieve that 
it was not by accident that this event 
occurred at tbe opening of apring. 
But you will see that tbe fundamental
